THE DANGER AND PREVENTION OF TETANUS FROM FOURTH OF JULY 
WOUNDS.

For the past tive years the Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation has, before each Fourth of July, pointed out in its editorial 
columns, the special danger of tetanus subsequent to wounds incurred 
in the use of blank- cartridge pistols, toy cannons, firecrackers, and 
‘other noise-producing devices. Some time after the Fourth of July, 
when the full effects can be counted in deaths from tetanus, loss of 
limbs, burns, loss of eyes and eyesight, etc., it has published as com- 
plete a list as possible of the cost to the nation in lives and injuries. 

The following table, taken from the Journal,* shows the number of 
cases of tetanus following the celebration of the Fourth for the past 
five years:

The great decrease in the number of cases from 415 in 1903 to 73 in 
1907 must be attributed in large measure to the campaign led by the 
Journal and ably seconded by the lay press for the more thorough and 

careful treatment of Fourth of July wounds, and especially the use of 
rere antitoxin as a prophylactic. From the table it will be seen 
that there have been 786 cases of tetanus, with 721 deaths, a mortality 
of 92 per cent of those attacked. Six hundred and eight, or 80 per 
cent, of these followed blank cartridge wounds. The number of cases 
of lockjaw following blank artridge wounds has steadily decreased 
since 1903 from 363 to 52 in 1907, while the cases following other 
wounds have remained fairly constant. This would seem to indicate 
that the public is realizing the great danger from blank cartridges.

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THE TETANUS BACILLUS,

The bacillus of tetanus, or its spore form, is found in earth, especially 
garden earth, stable manure, the dust of the streets, stables, and 
human habitations. The feces of healthy animals, such as the horse, 
cow, dog, and even man, may contain tetanus spores. 

Verneuil considers the intestinal tract of the horse the normal habi- 
tat of the organism and, as the dust of the streets is largely horse 
manure, it is easy to see why wounds contaminated in any way by this 
dust are so liable to be followed by tetanus. Mixed infections are 
especially dangerous, as other organisms, especially the pus cocci, 
assist in the production of anaerobic conditions and prevent the leuco- 
cytes from destroying the tetanus spores, as may happen when they 
are inoculated into animals in pure ctuture. 

The tetanus spore is very resistant to heat, as shown by the fact 
that Theobald Smith has found some strains that resist boiling for 
7) minutes. The question of the presence or absence of tetanus 
bacilli in blank cartridges is discussed pro and con in an article in the 
Journal of the American Medical Association’ and the weight of evi- 
dence is certainly in favor of the view that blank cartridges do not 
contain tetanus bacilli except as a rare contamination when they have 
been exposed to dirt. There is ample evidence that tetanus spores 
ure present in the street dirt and thus get on the skin and clothing of: 
the injured, and are carried into the wounds by the discharge of “the 
pistol. 


PATHOLOGY OF TETANUS. 


When tetanus spores are introduced under the skin they at once 
germinate, if oxygen is excluded, and begin to elaborate tetanus toxin. 
This toxin consists of at least two poisons—tetano-/ysin and tetano- 
spasmin, the latter is the poison that causes lockjaw. 

The motor nerves have a special affinity for tetanus toxin. As soon 
as the toxin is produced the adjacent motor nerve-endings at once 
begin to take it up and transport it to the cord. The lymphatics also 
absorb much of it and in a short time it appears in the blood, which 

‘arries it to all parts of the body, where it is absorbed by the motor 
nerve-endings which are bathed in the toxin-laden fluid. The nerves 
supplying the jaws, especially the masseteric, seem to have an exag- 
gerated aflinity po the poison, which explains the early trismus. The 
symptoms are usually earlier and more marked in the limb in which 
the wound is present, due to the fact that the toxin index is higher 
there than in other parts of the body. The evidence is decidedly in 
favor of the view that the toxin produces its effect solely by its 
absorption by the nerves whose axis-cylinder substance has a specific 
affinity for the poison; they transport it to the cord and brain through 
the axis-cylinder substance. 

The aflinity of the nerves for the toxin and its subsequent binding 
by them explains why tetanus antitoxin is of very little value after the 
symptoms _. appeared. Antitoxin can, however, neutralize any 
new toxin that may be formed in cases in which the focus has not been 
removed,

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The incubation period may be from four or tive days to several weeks. 
If the incubation period is four or five days, death frequently occurs 
in twenty-four to seventy-two hours. ‘The more prolonged the incu- 
hation period is over ten days the better chance there is for recovery. 
The few cases that do recover are almost invariably those with an incu- 
bation period of ten days or more. The mortality of those attacked 
is from 90 to 95 per cent. 


TREATMENT OF FOURTH OF JULY WOUNDS. 


Physicians often treat blank cartridge and other Fourth of July 
injuries, unless of a serious character, as trivial, contenting themselves 
with picking out the plainly seen pieces of wad, powder, etc., and 
applying a dressing. In a few days the — returns with symp- 
toms of tetanus and then, when it is too late, antitoxin is given, the 
wound is thoroughly cleaned out, and perhaps a piece of wad or cloth- 
ing found in it. 

It should be an invariable procedure that all Fourth of July wounds 
be laid fully open under local or, preferably, general anvesthesia and all 
foreign material and necrotic or badly injured tissue removed, as the 
presence of blood clots and necrotic tissue favor anaerobic conditions, 
which are essential for the development of the tetanus organism. The 
use of a constrictor, such as the Banik handage, to prevent hemor- 
rhage during the operation if the wound is ona limb is of much assist- 
ance. After the wound has been thoroughly cleaned out it should 
he swabbed out with strong carbolic acid, at least 25 per cent, followed 
by a washing with 95 per cent alcohol to prevent further action of 
the acid. Some surgeons use peroxide of hydrogen instead of carbolic 
acid. On account of the action of formalin” on tetanus toxin I think 
swabbing out the wound with pure formalin after the thorough surgical 
cleaning out would be an excellent procedure; the pain from the use 
of formalin soon passes off, and the necrosis caused by it is slight. 
I hope it will be given a trial by surgeons in Fourth of July wounds. 

After cauterization, by whatever method used, the wound should be 
thoroughly washed out with a 1:1,000 or 1:2,000 solution of bichlo- 
ride of mercury and packed with gauze soaked in a saturated solution 
of salicylic or boric acid and a large wet dressing of the same. solution 
applied. In no case should the wound be closed, but it should be 
allowed to heal by granulation. The dressing and packing should be 
renewed every day. 


TETANUS ANTITOXIN. 


Immediately after the wound has been dressed as above at least 
1,500 units of tetanus antitoxin should be given. This may be given 
in the loose tissue of the abdomen, in the buttocks, between the 
scapulze, or in any convenient part of the body. It is best to admin- 
ister the antitoxin while the patient is in the recumbent position. The 
administration of antitoxin is the most important part of the whole 
treatment.

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The following table, taken from an article by Scherck,* of St. Louis, 
shows in a most convincing way the great value of tetanus antitoxin 
as a prophylactic in Fourth of July wounds:

It will be seen that in 1903, when no tetanus antitoxin was used, 
16 or about 30 per cent of the 56 cases of Fourth of July injuries 
treated died from tetanus; in 1906, 170 cases of similar injuries were 
treated, antitoxin being used, w/thout a single death from tetanus. 


RESUME OF TREATMENT. 


The procedure reported in the same article by Scherck for the sur- 
gical handling of Fourth of ‘July injuries seems to be so satisfactory 
I quote it verbatim: 

To incise freely every wound. 

2 Carefully and thoroughly to remove from the wound every particle of foreign 
matter. 

To cauterize the wound thoroughly with 25 per cent carbolic acid. 

4. To apply loosely a wet pack of 2.5 per cent carbolic acid. 

5. To give a full dose of antitetanic serum. ; 

The patient was required to return every day for observation and dressing of the 
wound. 

If the various municipalities would pass laws restricting the sale of 
firearms and ammunition to minors, absolutely prohibit the sale of 
blank cartridges, toy cannons, and giant fire crackers, and through the 
lay press educate the _ to the great danger of Fourth of July 
wounds and the importance of thorough surgical treatment and the 
prophylactic use of fetanus ant/torin, many valuable lives would be 

saved to the nation. 


FEDERAL CONTROL OF TETANUS ANTITOXIN, 


An act of Congress approved July 1, 1902, provides that establish- 
ments engaged in ‘the manufacture and interstate sale of viruses, serums, 
toxins, and analogous products shall be licensed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury upon the recommendation of the Surgeon-General of the 
United States Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service, after inspec- 
tion by an officer of that service of the stables, laboratories, and methods 
used and an examination of their products in the Hygienic Labora- 
tory. Samples of the products put on sale by licensed manufacturers 
are bought at frequent intervals on the open market and examined in 
the Hygienic Laboratory for purity and potency. Up to October 25, 
1907, there was no official standard for testing tetanus antitoxin in the 
United States; each manufacturer had his own arbitre ary method «

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determining the potency of his products. On that date, however, an 
American unit was officially promulgated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury on the recommendation of the Surgeon-General of the Pub- 
lic Health and Marine- Hospital Service. 

This American standard“ is the result of several years’ work in the 
Hygienic Laboratory and commends itself on account of its simplic- 
ity, directness, and accuracy. The unit is defined as **ten times the 
least quantity of antitetanic serum necessary to save the life of a 350- 
gram guinea pig for ninety-six hours against the official test dose of a 
standard test toxin furnished by the Hygienic Laboratory of the Pub- 
lic Health and Marine-Hospital Service.” The Society of American 
Bacteriologists in December, 1906, adopted a resolution in regard to 
the standardization of tetanus antitoxin and decided that the minimal 
immunizing dose for a case of possible tetanus infection should be 
1,500 units. 

The great need of an official standard for tetanus antitoxin was 
shown by the examination of samples of serum sold in the United 
States. It was found, before the adoption of the American unit, that 
the serums varied extravagantly in unit strength claimed and the 
actual number of units they contained. Since the unit has been estab- 
lished there has been uniformity in the product and a decided increase 
in potency. When a physician now buys a package of tetanus anti- 
toxin in the United States he can rest assured that it contains a potent 
product and the number of units indicated on the label.

Report Vrow Seattle, Wash.— Plague lubovatory work. month or May, 
190S— Suminary of plague situation. 


Assistant Surgeon Chapin reports, June 1, through Passed Assist- 
ant Surgeon Glover: 

The following is a report of the work done in the Plague Labora- 
tory during the month of May, 190s: 

Four thousand six hundred and eighty rats were delivered at the 
laboratory, of which 4,520 were submitted to post-mortem examina- 
tion. No plague-infected rats were found. A summary of the plague 
situation to date comprises 3 human cases and 11 plague-infected 
rats. The last human case was discovered October 25, died October 
30, and was verified December 7, 1907. The last plague-infected rat 
was delivered at the laboratory April 30 and verified May 4, 1908.

Consul Winslow reports, April 29: 

The Venezuelan superior council of hygiene has sent to the minister 
of the interior of Venezuela a report, of which the following is a part: 

The first cases of bubonic plague at Valparaiso occurred in De- 
cember of last year, and from that date to April 4 there were 52 cases 
and 16 deaths. Three new cases have been reported since April 4. 

The bacteriological investigation carried out by the microscopical 
and bacteriological section of the Institute of Hygiene, with material 
collected by the same sanitary inspector from one of the cases men- 
tioned above. gave positive results. This proves bacteriologically the 
existence of a new epidemic of bubonic plague in Valparaiso. 

In a single shed at the back of the lazaretto, where there are isolated 
more than 100 cases of tuberculosis, the persons infected with bubonic 
881 
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plague are collected and attended by nurses in common with the rest 
of the patients. The men attacked by plague are placed in a section 
of the lazaretto, separated from the neighboring department by a wall 
with an open door, through which there is constant communication. 
It is the same in the women’s section, where the nurses are in constant 
communication with the rest of the staff. There are contagious cases 


of plague in the hospital among patients received suffering from other 


diseases. 

This suftices to show that there is no real prophylaxis exercised in 
treating the disease in Valparaiso, and that in consequence the epi- 
demic continues to make havoc in the population. — It is also sufficient, 
in the judgment of the superior council of public hygiene, to cause 
the State to take eflicient measures for the safeguarding of Valparaiso 
and the other cities of the Republic that are menaced by plague. 
The council recommends the organization of a special sanitary service 
that will have the power in such cases to impose the police sanitary 
laws.

Cacaopanda, situated on the beach about 4 miles from Ceiba and 
built exclusively of manaca or palm-thatch houses, is a small settle- 
ment of about 100 Caribs, whose principal industry appears to be 
fishing and the marketing of that product in and around Ceiba. 
Strong northeast trade winds are daily occurrences, and this, combined 
with the absence of fresh water in the Bogue & accounts for the 
presence of relatively few mosquitoes. The health and sanitary condi- 
tions are good. The houses are far apart, and the only street in the 
settlement is kept very clean. Very few diseases exist, and were it 
not for the free and uninterrupted daily communication with Ceiba 
very little if any importance would attach to this place from a quaran- 
tine view point. 

Bonitillo is a small village with an estimated population of about 
300 natives and Caribs; situated immediately along the beach, and 
about 6 miles from Ceiba, with which it has daily communication by 
means of a trail along the beach, numerous sailing vessels, and the 
recently constructed railroad. The sanitary conditions are bad. With 
the exception of one house all domiciles are of the manaca type, teem- 
ing with vermin, and far from being in a habitable condition. No 
quarantinable diseases exist, but malarial fevers are very common and 
of frequent occurrence. Mosquitoes, especially Cv/er and Anopheles, 
are numerous. . 

Bonita, built upon a silted estuary originally formed by three small 
rivers, is a settlement of about 50 foreigners. Situated near the beach 
and about 64 miles from Ceiba, with which it enjoys frequent commu 
nication by rail and other means, this place is not an unimportant 
distributing point for bananas and cocoanuts. The sanitary conditions 
of the settlement proper are good, but conditions existing in the im- 
mediate environment are very bad. Malarial, fevers are occasionally 
observed. All residences are effectually sereened, The settlement is 
surrounded practicallly upon all sides by extensive swamps in an 
advanced degree of stagnation. 

El Porvenir, 8 miles from Ceiba and situated along the beach near 
the mouth of the Juan Lopez River, has a popul ition of about 2,000, 
natives, Caribs, and foreigners. Being one of the largest and most 
important distributing points for bananas and cocoanuts on the coast, 
all fruit steamers call there for cargo. The town is built upon sandy 
soil with a substratum of coarse gravel, which obviates in a measure 
the necessity for surface drainage, which does not exist. In general, 
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the houses are light frame structures with many openings, not one of 
which, however, is screened. The health conditions are fair. Ano 
pAeles ave numerous and are continually present. There are no quar. 
antinable diseases in El Porvenir. e

During the week ended May 16, 5 supplemental bills of health were 
granted to 5 steamships and | pe. bill of health was granted | 
steamship; 346 members of crews and 314 steerage passengers were 
inspected; 36 members of crews and 143 steerage passengers were 
bathed and had their effects disinfected by steam. The number of 
pieces of baggage steamed was 475; the number of pieces of bedding 
similarly treated, 294. Manifests were viséed for 26,246 pieces of 
freight, amounting to 2,331 tons. 

Emigrants were examined as follows: 

Steamship .Vippon Maru for Honolulu, passed 137; recommended 
for rejection, 74; steamship .Vippon Maru tor San Francisco, passed 
7; recommended for rejection 5, 

The report from Osaka for the week ended May 9 shows 2 cases of 
plague with 2 deaths and 52 cases of smallpox with 29 deaths. 

Plague broke out early this month at Nara, about 22 miles northeast 
of Osaka; from the last report, May 14, there were 7 cases. 

Between the islands of Kuishu and Formosa there are a number of 
islands named the Luchus. From this section of the Empire of Japan 
an ever-increasing number of emigrants, bound chiefly for Honolulu, 
but some also for Seattle, is recruited. They are generally healthy 
except for scabies, from which disease about 10 per cent have to be 
rejected. It is extremely rare to find any suffering from trachoma. 
Emigrants who leave this port are strong and healthy. It is rare that 
any have to be refused except‘for trachoma, but for this disease alone 
about 334 per cent are rejected. The Japanese oculists understand 
well the treatment, both surgical and medical, of this disease, and the 
people are becoming more alive to its importance. Great numbers of 
emigrants come from Hiroshima and Yamaguchi districts, which are 
located about 180 miles south of Kobe.

Week ended May 30, no quarantinable diseases were reported. 

There are few mosquitoes to be found, as the rainy season has not 
yet begun. 

During the week 6 vessels were inspected and fumigated, and 5 
inspected only. 

Three cases of yellow fever, previously reported, occurred on board 
the Russian bark Lemb/t at Laguna de Terminos. Of these cases 2 
ended fatally (the captain and quartermaster of the vessel), and the 
remaining case is isolated and screened. A delegate of the Federal 
board bas been sent to make further iny estigations. 

Laguna is the name given to this port because it is at the outlet of 
a large lagoon. It is situated in the State of Campeche, just across 
the border from the State of Vera Cruz. It has no railroad, and 
infection of the port could occur only by vessels. 

Week ended June 6. Four vessels inspected and 4 inspected and 
fumigated. 

The health and sanitary conditions of Vera Cruz and surrounding 
country are good. 

No quarantinable disease has been reported during the week. 

Mosquitoes are present, but not numerous. 

A telegram was received from the delegate of the national board 
of health to- day, stating that there was another death from yellow fever 
with oneconfirmed case at Laguna. The casesare isolated and screened. 
This makes 3 deaths in all since yellow fever was first reported. 
There is little communication with Laguna, and very few nonimmunes 
reside there.
